My entrance into the breeding of 
Shorthorn cattle began in 1938, when 
I became old enough to enroll in 4-H 
club work. My father, brother, and 
I went to Weaver Baum’s and purchas- 
ed two open heifers. These produced 
several champion 4-H steers. and heif- 
ers for us. 


In 1947 I disposed of my part of the 
Shorthorn herd. A year later my fath- 
er-in-law and I started a new herd 
under the name of Scott and Tucker. 
We purchased ten cows and a bull 
from Canada, added a few good fe- 
males from local district sales. In 
1950, Father Scott passed away and I 
bought his portion of the herd so that 
it might be kept intact. 


One of our best buys came in the 
first East Central Sale held at the Rob- 
ert Almy farm. We purchased a white 
heifer in calf to Lakeside Type 3rd. 
From this mating we lucked a herd 
bull which we called Scottish Type. 
He was used for several years leaving 
an excellent group of females. The 
next bull was Kickapoo Mainliner 
which we purchased from Kickapoo 
Farms at the fall Knoxville sale in 
1953. This bull has really given us a 
boost siring a grand group olf fe- 
males that are breeding on. We need- 
ed a junior herd sire. After looking 
for some time we found a white bull, 
Bridegroom 22nd, at Allison's at Wash- 


ington, Ind. Robert Almy and I pur- 
chased this bull in partnership. He 
left a good group of calves for us. He 
sired the second place senior bull calf 
at both the Illinois State Pair and the 
International in 1956, also the Cham- 
pion cn the Hoof Carcass Steer at Chi- 
cagosine hos: 


Our next step was the purchase of 
half interest in Leveldale Caesar from 
Les and Gene Mathers. His first calves 
are developing well for us and we are 
more than pleased the way they are 
turning out. The first calf to be drop- 
ped at the farm stood third this year in 
a strong senior calf class at the Illinois 
State Fair. 


To further help us along in our 
breeding program we were fortunate in 
being able to purchase Leveldale Pace- 
maker who has won many champion- 
ships himself and is sired by a bull 
that cannot be surpassed or equalled 
in the siring of champions and first 
prize winners, Leveldale Basis. 


In January of this year we purchased 
the Weaver Baum herd which was rec- 
ognized in this locality as a good 
source for acquiring well bred cattle, 
since Mr. Baum and his father had both 
been in the business for many years. 
They had in earlier years imported 
some very good cattle and this breed- 
ing still shows in the herd today. 


Through the years we have culled 
the females closely and have been ad- 
ding a few top ones to take their place. 
The females in the herd now have all 
raised a top notch calf, otherwise they 
would not have been kept. With these 
females and a good herd bull battery 
we should be in a place where we can 
sell the kind of cattle that will help 
produce the cattle of tomorrow. 


We are hoping to make this sale an 
annual event, and we intend to keep 
striving to come forth each year with 
a stronger consignment of cattle.

The 
1955 Gardhouse sale was a _ little 
sticky and we were able to take our 
pick of the young bulls. Although we 
knew it was a gamble to buy a calf so 
young, we selected a flashy, rugged, 
good headed imported-in-dam son of 
Calrossie Crocus Count, Morphie 
Count. Luck was with us and this bull 
not only developed into a great ma- 
ture bull, but is even exceeding our 
fondest expectations as a sire. 


Not long ago, our neighbor John 
Land, who has one of the good herds 
in Illinois, stopped by to see the sale 
cattle, and was so impressed with the 
young bulls and females by Morphie 
Count that he persuaded us to sell him 
a half interest. 


It has been a great satisfaction for us 
to have been able to start a number of 
our friends and neighbors in the Short- 
horn business. We are pleased our 
cattle have been doing well for others.

For many years Weaver Baum maintained one of the best Shorthorn 
herds in this area. Our original start in 4-H work came from two heifers 
from his herd.
